Correct  Planting  Time 

While  all  spring-flowering  bulbs  can 
be  planted  any  time  before  the  ground 
freezes,  the  most  excellent  results  are 
obtained  if  planting  is  done  between 
October  10  and  25.  This  will  allow  the 
bulbs  sufficient  time  to  establish  a  good 
root  system  before  the  ground  freezes. 

Where  moles  or  field-mice  are  trouble¬ 
some,  we  recommend  the  use  of  Naph¬ 
thaline  Flakes.  Do  not  put  this  under 
the  bulb,  but  sprinkle  about  a  half¬ 
teaspoonful  of  the  flakes  over  each  bulb 
after  it  has  been  set  and  before  it  is 
covered.

It  should  have  a  well  ventilated  atmosphere  and  a 
growing  temperature  of  55  degrees  which  may  be  increased  to  60  degrees  towards  their 
flowering  time. 

Their  ability  to 
stand  dry  air  for  a  considerable  length  of  time,  even  if  out  of  water,  makes  this  a  cut 
flower  of  unrivaled  merit  and  charm.  The  umbels  are  carried  on  long  stems  and  last  on 
an  average  from  2  to  4  weeks  under  ordinary  conditions.

DIRECTIONS  FOR  USING  BULB  FIBER.  Wet  the  Fiber  thoroughly  until 
it  has  absorbed  all  the  water  it  can  hold.  This  is  best  done  in  a  pail  or  pan.  Then 
squeeze  out  nearly  all  the  water  and  it  will  be  just  right  for  planting.  Fill  the  bowl 
three-fourths  full,  or  to  within  a  few  inches  of  the  top,  according  to  the  size  of  the 
bulb.

They 
grow  well  in  any  good  garden  soil.  Care  should  be  taken  to  keep  manure  a  few  inches 
away  from  the  crowns  of  the  plants,  except  the  first  winter,  when  a  coarse  mulch  an 
inch  or  more  deep  may  be  placed  directly  over  the  plants  to  prevent  the  frost  from 
heaving  them.  It  is  not  necessary  to  fertilize  rich  soil.  In  poor  soil,  the  manure 
should  be  kept  10  inches  from  the  surface,  and  well  mixed  with  the  subsoil;  after  plant¬ 
ing,  apply  manure  to  surface,  as  previously  advised.  Never  allow  manure  to  come  in 
contact  with  the  roots,  as  it  rots  them.  Set  roots  2  feet  or  more  apart  and  cover  top 
eyes  not  more  than  2  to  3  inches;  deep  planting  often  results  in  blind  growth.
